Priority 



1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the United Kingdom on 04/12/2000. It is noted, however, that 
applicant has not filed a certified copy of the priority application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Uyehara 
4,662,552. 

Uyehara teaches a tool holster comprising a rigid tubular body 30, a cutaway section 
43, 43', 43", a flared upper edge 44, a notch 46, means for attachment 12, and a pivot 

24. 



4. Applicant's arguments filed September 20, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. In response to applicants argument directed to the language 
incorporated in claim 1, see column 4 lines 59-61 of Uyehara. This meets the structure 
of the claimed limitation.
